The ordinance outlined 
the membership of the board to 
include four court - appointed 
members and an ex-officio mem- 
ber representing the office of 
the county agent administrator. 

The new board was expected 
to conduct an organizational 
meeting and plan for a later 
announcement of initial projects 
in the development of the park 
and recreation program. 

At least two possible park 
sites are available for the pro- 
gram: one large lake site in the 
southern part of the county 
given to the county by the Pea- 
body Coal Co. several years ago, 
and another 20-acre tract of 
land in the northern part of 
ithe countv.

Several members of the Vigo Coun- 
ty Park and Recreation Board plan to 
attend the County Council’s hearing 
next Wednesday on the park 
department’s 1980 budget. 


The board earlier approved a 1980 
budget of $239,839, of which $219,871 is 
to be raised by local tax levy. 


Included are requested salary in- 
creases of $1,000 each for the superin- 
tendent, assistant superintendent, 
secretary and three three other full 
time employees. 


Park board members discussed the 
upcoming budget hearing briefly dur- 
ing an hour and a half tong session 
Monday afternoon at the American 
Red Cross building. 

Plans were outlined for the annual 
Pioneer Days Festival at Fowler 
Park Oct. 5 and 6. Park Superinten- 
dent Keith Ruble received board ap- 
proval to charge $5 (instead of $3) for 
each table space for the flea market. 

Board members also learned that 
the Hovercraft Rally, scheduled for 
Fowler Park the weekend following 
Pioneer Days, would not be held, due 
to the lack of insurance coverage by 
the sponsoring organization. 
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Swimming facilities at Prairie 
Creek and Fowler Parks were also 
discussed. Ruble was directed to ob- 
tain estimates for a tot lot” planned 
for Fowler, which which expand the 
swimming area. The cost is 
estimated at about $4,000, Ruble said. 

The superintendent also reported 
that he had purchased some recrea- 
tion equipment (for volley ball and 
tether ball) that can be put up quickly 
near park shelters. This would be 
available to persons renting the 
various shelters at no additional 
charge, he said. 

Ruble also reported results of an 
informal survey of attitudes of people 
who live near the county parks. Most 
were “glad the park was there,” 
Ruble said. 

Board President Max G. Miller 
said he had received two complaints 
that the county park department was 
charging admission to the Green 
Valley State Recreation Area. Not so, 
he noted — that facility is operated by 
the Indiana Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The idea of a park in northern Vigo 
County is apparently “dead.” The 
park department has been stymied in 
its attempts to acquire property in 
that area over the past several years.

ing.“ Chalos said. I know Mr. 
Goddard has done a good job for us 
at the golf course, but this was a 
decision on the clubhouse.” 

Goddard had been a member of 
the clubhouse committee along with 
Grim, Perry, Rubey and arks 
Superintendent Pat Ralston. 

Chalos said Goddard at first 
refused to leave when he asked him.
